The Ontlook For Wheat.

Some two months ago or more the
Republican sounded the alarm con-
cerning the wheat prospects in the
great grain-growing region in the West
and especially on the plains of Kansas.
The ravages of the Hessian fly were
shown to be of an alarming character.
And now come seemingly well authen-
ticated reports of considerable damaze
by winter killing. These reports pos-
sibly are exaggerated. Probably they
are. The granger is proverbly de-
spondent touching his erop prospects,
amed it is safe to eoncluide that the pres-
ent accounts are exageerated. More
than the usual loss from winter Killing
was not anticipated. In faet it was
thought tnhe winter in spite of the si=
vere freezing was rather favorable to
the wheat plant as there had been an
abundanee of snow, amd this warm
covering had remained on the ground
almost continuously. Still it would be
safe to infer that the loss from winter
killing will not prove exceptionally
disastrous. The reports are too - oneur-
rent and from too widely spread locali-
ties not to eatablish the inferrnce that
the damage will be very considerable.
In addition to theloss from the Hessian
fly and from winter-killing, the latter
largely resulting most probauly from
the attack of the former that have
caused the plant to become weak i
diseased even where it was not killed
outright, is to be taken into account
the fact that to a very consider ble per
cent. there has been a diminu'ion of
the surface pinnted to wheat, Uiless
there is a marke:d inerease mn th  siv =
ing of spring wheat the produet of the
wh-at harvest this seas «i will very mu-
tenially dimmmshed.  This cannot be
expected in Kansas as the farmers ol
that state long since gave up spring
whea! growing owing to the swift de-
<truction by the chineh-bug that fol-
lows, The spring wheat ficld is a
great Lireeder of this p stiferous ad
mal dorous little insect, and the adja-
c¢ent corn tield is sure to sufler from
the burrow he has made iu the wheat
field. Upon the whole we must con-
clude that the yield of wheat trom our
Western wheat fields at best will be
considerably less than the product of
vither 1883 or 1884. But as to the real
luss that may be expected it i well ut
present to suspend judgment, as warm
rains during the next ten days through-
out Kansas and Missouri will very ma-
terially improve Lhe appearance of our
Westlern wheat ficlds.— Republican.
